FIXING THE DATE OF EASTER 


Tlif) I>ifférefice Bf^tween the 4»tronomÍc« 


Rtid PABchAl Full Moon* 


• 


A good deal of popular misapprehen- 
Bion exists as to the method by which 
the date of that movable festival. Eas- 
ter. Is determined. 
The Episcopal 
prayer book gives these Instructions: 
"Easter Day is always the first Sun- 
day after the full moon which hap- 
pens upon or L2xt after tbe twenty-ürst 
day of March, and If the full moon 
happens upon a Sunday, Easter is the 
Sunday 
after." 
This 
phraseology 
w^ould appear to be explicit enough to 
prevent any possible mistake, but un- 
fortunately there is an astronomical 
full moou aud an ecclesiastical full 
moon, and they are not identical. 
It 
is the ecclesiastical, or paschal, full 
moon which the almanac makers em- 
ploy in fixing the date of Easter. 


Here is a serious diiliculty tliat would 
be encountered ouce iu a w*hlle if the 
astronomical, or real, full moon were 
made the basis of the computation. 
The time of that phonomeuon must be 
expressed in days, hours and minutes. 


The paschal full moon is not Indi- 
cated by a particular hour and minute, 
but extends over u Avhole secular day. 
Differences in longitude cannot affect 
it, nor the date of Easter as computed 
therefrom. 


Another point of diCference between 
the astronomical and paschal full moon 
is that the latter is nominally (and ap- 
proximately) the fourteenth day of the 
moon, including the day when the lat- 
ter became new. 
But iu fixing the 
date one, does not consult an almanac 
for the actual day and hour of the new 
moon, but enters into a rather compli- 
cated computation, in which the num- 
ber of the year, the Golden Number 
and the Dominical Letter enter. Tables 
have been made up in advance ou this 
basis, and put into the prayer books, 
BO that in any year one may determine 
Easter himself by using the three fac- 
tors here mentioned.

WASHING DISHES. 


A careless dishwasher can soon do 
A great deal of damage. 
The china 
is tUsiigured by having 
the 
glazing 
crackcci and chips broken from the 
edges. 
Ivory and rubber 
handled 
knives and forks are ruined by being 
washed in water that is greasy or too 
hot; glasses are broken by pouring 
water over them; such things are done 
every day, yet they are entirely uu- 
necessary. 


A good dishwasher needs a bright 
tlu or porcelain dlshpan and drainer, a 
supply of water, and tea towels that 
leave no lint. Do not dump the dishes 
into the pan promiscuously, 
thereby 
rimning the risk of breaking half of 
them. 
When the food is removed 
from the table scrape the plates and 
drain out any colfee or tea that is left 
in the cups, 
rile the plates together, 
then the saucers, 
cups 
and 
small 
dishes. Have the pan half full of wa- 
ter that is as hot as you can bear your 
hands 
in, 
put 
in 
enough 
wash- 
lug powder to make a good suds, 
and wash the glasses first, then the 
silverware, and after that the china. 
Put them in the drainer, pour warm 
M'ater over them to rinse them, and 
dry with a clean dish towel. 
Care is 
required at every step of the process. 
A dish mop may be used if one does 
not wish to keep the hands in the hot 
water so long. 
Pudding dishes or 
other cooking utensils 
should 
soak 
awhile before washing. The wire dish- 
cloth is excellent for cleaning iron 
kettles, but should not be used on tin- 
ware.—E. J. C,, in Detroit Free Press. 


ABOUT LAMPS. 


The common kerosene lamp which 
Is used in almost every household will 
give a: bright even light and be a 
source of comfort to the family if 
properly cared for. 


The bowl of the lamp should be kept 
full of oil, but Avhen not lu use, the 
wick should be turned low to keep the 
oil from oozing out upon the burner. 
If the wick is soaked in vinegar, then 
dried before it is put in the lamp it is 
not likely to smoke. The wick should 
be trimmed evenly with a pair of 
sharp scissors that the iiame may al- 
ways be even. 


Use none but the best burners. In- 
ferior burners are cheaper iit iirst but 
soon get out of order. 
This prevents 
the Avicks from turning up or down 
and the lamps do not give a good 
light. 


Wash the burners frequently and 
scour the discolored parts. 
A clean 
lamp gives no disagreeable odor while 
burning. 


Lamp chimneys are not as lialjle to 
break upon exposure to changes of 
temperature if they are put in a pan 
of cold water and allowed to heat 
gradually till the water is boiling and 
left in the water till cold again. 


When you wish to clean the chim- 
neys wash them in suds, rinse in clear 
water and wipe dry on a towel that 
is soft and free from lint; polish with 
an old newspaper. 
Brown spots may 
be removed by rubbing them with 
coarse salt. 
.If you have china or colored glass 
lamp shades they should be polished 
every day. 
See that the chimneys lit 
closely that there be no danger of their 
falling off when the lamp is removed.

Meat Souffle—Put two level table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a frying pan; 
»when It is hot add two tablespoonful« 
of Hour; stir until smooth; then add 
gradually one cup of cold milk, stiri 
ring until boiling; add half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a little pepper and one cun 
of cold cooked meat or chiclcen anc§ 
the beaten yolks of two eggs; let thiJ 
cook one minute; put aside to cool J 
then add the beaten whites of two 
eggs; fold them in carefully when 
thoroughly mixed; turn into a buttered 
baking dish and bake in a moderate 
oven twenty minutes; serve as soon 
as removed. 
If chicken is used add a 
little grated nutmeg.

It Will not be long before railroads 
will have pushed avcII into Asia Minor, 
and then tho centre of Asia Avill begin 
to AA^ake up, but to-day it is srill Impos- 
sible to ship goods into Turkestan or 
Persia or Arabia by any means other 
than the cara\'an, just as goods Avere 
shipped in the days of King Solomon.

This fact has made it necessary for 
many an American merchant to study

An American shipper of goods for ex- 
port into Far Eastern countries must 
knoAV just hoAV much a camel can carry 
and over Avhat kind of a road it aa'HI 
haA'e to travel; for in many places the 
roads are over mountain sides that are 
so narroAV that the size of the package 
is of the utmost importance. 


Thus, shippers in the United States 
Avho do business with tho Orient, have 
had to learn that the merchandise must 
be packed in tin or zinc-lined cases, be- 
cause it is sure to be subjected to fierce 
storms in shelterless trails. They have 
had to learn that a camel load is two 
packages of 2(>0 pounds each. 
Mules, 
according to the caravan drivers' ta- 
bles, can carry two packages, one on 
each side, each weighing 1G3 pounds. 


These packages must not be longer 
than four feet, Avidcr than two feet or 
deeper than one and a half feet.

Onondaga, 
Menom-

and ironing, and the general Avork of 
a domestic.

PEACH CULTURE. 


Tbo same pruninpr aud cnltnro do- 
sirocl for apples or poars woiild not be 
suitable for poach trees. 
The peach 
orchard should bo plauted by itself. 
Peach trees should not be iningleil 
with apple trees or other fruit trees. 
Do not plant the trees too closely to* 
gether, unless you expect to cut out 
every other tree when they got larger. 
Select an elevated site for the orchard; 
the hilltops aro far better than level 
ground or the level; the soil may be 
sanely, irravelly or a friable clay loam, 
After planting keep the soil well culti- 
vated through all the growing season. 
Half of each season's growth should 
be removed by pruning each spring, 
IJliis rule of pruning does not apply to 
any other tree but the peach, M'hich 
has a tendency to spread too far. By 
cutting off half the wood you thin out 
n portion of the fruit buds and this is 
desirable, since peaches almost invari. 
ably overbear.—Green's.Fruit Grower.

TO PROSECUTE 
THE COAL TRUST 


Knox Will Bring Snit as Soon as 
Necessary Evidence is Obtained. 


PREPARATIONS WELL IN HAND 


' Washington, May 2.—The anthracite 
Coal carrying roads combination is to 
be prosecuted under the anti-trust law, 
as soon as the necessary evidence is 
obtained by the department of justice. 
Attorney General Knox looks to the 
inter-state commission for most of it, 
but is also Rathering, through the dis- 
trict atcornays in Philadelphia, New 
York aud Kew Jersey, and through 
lawyers on his staff here, the necessary 
facts for such a prosecution, and al- 
ready has the work of preparation well 
in hand. 


The inter-state commerce commis* 
Bion, under the recent decision o the 
United States supreme court that it has 
the right to compel the production of 
testimony from the anthracite coal 
roads necessary for their prosecution 
for violation of the anti-trust law, will 
resume its investigation on May 24, 
and will require the roads to disclose 
their pooling arrangements, their trans- 
portation rates and their management 
of the coal market. 


President Roosevelt is said (o be de- 
sirous', as it is claimed he has been 
ever since the coal strike brought the 
subjec^ to his attention, to have the 
matter passed upon by the courts. If 
the necessary evidence can be shown 
to be forthcoming the attorney general 
may not wait for the conclusion of the 
inter-state commerce commission's in- 
vestigation. but, to save time, may 
proceed earlier on a sufficient case, to 
be supplemented, if necessary, by what 
is discovered later. 


The suit will probably be brought in 
the circuit court of appeals at Philadel- 
phia and may be brought at a compara- 
tively early day, and be pending dur- 
ing the presidential campaign. A final 
decision is not expected before the 
presidential election in any event, be- 
cause whichever side loses will certain« 
ly take the case on an appeal to the 
supreme court of the United States. 


It may be that It will be necessary 
to delay bringing the suit, because of 
the adjournment of the courts, until 
the fail« but the announcement of the 
prosecution will be made as soon as 
the necessary evidence is at hand. It is 
asumed that the evidence will show 
that there is an unlawful combination 
*nd a violation of the anti-trust law.

Some Interesting: Incidents About 


The Studebaker Family 


York SpHnir« Comet. 


The recent burning of the old Stude- 
baker homestead in Tyrone township re- 
calls some interesting incidents in con- 
nection with that place. 
It is located on 
the New Chester road about one mile 
from I he bridge that crosses the Coue- 
wago. 
The property is now owned by 
John A. Eicholtz, but to the older inhab* 
itants is known as the Studebaker place. 
The house was built over seventy-five 
years ago by Clement Studebaker and 
for that day it was one of the finest struc- 
tures in that neighborhood» 
The walls 
were thick and solid and adorned Avith 
more than usual architectural finish. 


Seventy-live years ago the old log shop 
that was saved from the llamcs was oc- 
cupied for wagon making. 
In this shop 
George Gardner did the wood work and 
John Studebaker the blacksmithing. The 
families of both lived in the house. Geo. 
Gardner left the place in 183B aiid came 
to Petersburg (now York Spring») where 
he continued in business to the end of 
his life 


In 1830 John Studebaker, with a large 
family emigrated to Ohio, where in that 
early day he sulfered the usual priva ions 
of a new country, but raised his family 
with success. 
Among his sons was one 
named Clement who remained with his 
father, (who still followed blacksmith- 
ing), till he w^as nineteen years of age. 
Then he Avent to South Bend, Ind., and 
began business for himself on a capital 
of $09. Afterward he associated Avith 
himself his brothers and from that small 
beginning originated the immense busi- 
ness of the Studebaker Brothers that at 
present employs thousands of Avorkmen 
and involves millions of capital. 
Mr. 
Clem Studebaker ahvays took a lively 
interest in his birthplace. 
Some' years 
ago he employed an artist to make an 
oil painting of it Avhich noAV hangs in his 
late home at South Bend. 
He Avas born 
there March 1831, and died there about 
tAvo years ago. 


Rev. L. M, Gardner, now a resident of 
York Springs, the only son of George 
Gardner, Avas born in the old homestead 
in October of the year 1831. 


A singular circumstance occurred last 
Fall Avhile Rev. Gardner Avas on hisAvay 
to HunterstOAvn to preach. Just after he 
had crossed the ConcAvago bridge he met 
a carriage containing four gentlemen. 
They stopped him to inquire the Avay to 
the Studebaker place. Mr. G * gave them 
the direction and then remarked that it 
Avas his birthplace. 
"Why," replied one 
of them, "it Avas my birthplace also.'* 
Mutual explanation folloAved and the 
gentleman proved to be the lastsurviver 
of the Studebaker firm. He fortunately 
saAV the house in Avhich he Avas born be- 
fore it Avas burned doAvn. 


Golden Jubilee.

Its beautiful grounds and state- 
ly building Avith the broad balconies at 
the side, will ever remain in the minds 
of all the pupils, Avbo came from various 
parts iff the country to take up their 
studies within Che historic walls.

The school has been recently enlarged 
and improved and with increased facili- 
ties will be re-opened as a boarding 
school in the Fall.
